pefted in Gods belt order, and time and manner revealed in his word; whether men 
take cognizance of it more particularly or leſs z Ard after that great day of Judgment r/ 64.4; 
{$ finiſhed, the expeQarion of all Satvrs to attain Thoſe things which eye hath not ſeen, nor, vo 
ear heard, nor hath entered into ths heart of man to conceive, beſides thee, O God, ſaith 1-31-19, 
the Evangelical Prophet [ Ef. ] Ard, 0 how great things (ſaith ho'y David) hath God 
prepared, &c. But the ftate of. things m Chriſts ſaid Kingdom, is not altogetker ſuch, in 
the interim; though very glorious, and excellent, and bleſſed, and ſuitable to that con- 
dition (rhen,) when Judgment ſhall be given to the Saints in the world, long before the 
fiſhing of the laſt Judgment, And moſt of you, if not all, are one in the things, at pre- 
ſent, that are counted et{entially neceſſary [ad efſe Eccleſia] for the being of the Church 
of Chrift: how ſhould all forts agreeing mn the main, then alſy endeayonr to be one in 
things that pertain [ ad bene efſe ] to the well being of the ſame alſo? And I am ftrengly 
(from Gods word) atſured, that it will not be long before the Lord, in that great da 
which he hath foretold, will be one, and his name one; even in reſpeR of ſuch uſua] d:1- 
fertments of men in our dayzs, and his people ſhall then ſerve him with one ſhoulder : 
how then ſhould aJl faithful Chriſtians ( what in them is) endeavour,by all good means, 
for Unity with the bond of peace, as well as Truth, (though that eſpecially) and fo to 
meet their mercy by the way; and, if it might be, anticipate it, byiſo haſtaing its com- 
ing: how well would Chriſt (then) take it at all your hands > Whereas, if any ſhould fo 
be found thorc of this, that they will from ſuch difſentments, be ſmiting their Bretheren, 
(though it be but withthe tongue, whenthey can do no more;)how will they expoſethem- 
{elves at that day, to Chriſts objurgation, before Angels and Men, &c.. > Unite, there- 
fore, Bretheren, | ſay, Unite, Unite in one in theſe matters alſo, at leaſt in your ſpirits, 
and the aQings of themzthar may be the way,whereGod niay ſupplyſwhat you are want- 
mg in,t»bring about the bufineſs(which you ſo rightly and really endsavour;)by grant- 
ing his Fiat in the caſe, Ler each ſort caſt off their peculiar ebitacles, and any-wayes- 
thwarting intereſts z Complying falry with Gods Rules, that ſhould fully guide us all 
theretn, and They, I humbly conceive, are very few, but ſufficient: ovly, men muſt be- 
ware they miſtake them nor, thar they pervert them not in their uſe and mannagment, 
The firlt is that of the Apoſtle, 1 Cor. 14+ 26. Let all things be done to edifying. viz. of 
the fouls of Gods people; and this is a comprehenſive and forc.ble rule and direRion, 
which in every conſtitution and counſel of men, ongat much to ſway the matter, is the 
thing pleafing or profirable or creditable, &c, > that may be ſomewhat in ſome caſes, 
but the great Queſtion in matters of ſuch nature, as men may order, is: But is it fo for * 
edifying > If they will not advance that end in Gods Church, what ſhould they do there? 
but if rhey will kinder it, why ſhould they be ſuffered in it > And then a ſecond follows, 
v. 40. Lt all things be done decently and in order : whichtwo rightly applyed like our

rightly mannaged; in all ſuch eaſes, regulate the counſels and aRings of men in Churc 

affairs; bur as love was the matter of both theſelaws(though xy pon diſtin& o&je&s; ) 
Þo edifying is rhe ſubſtance and the end of both, though the' latter for the'manoer, ought 
often more neceſſarily to'be applyed with the other, as being ſubordinate thereunts, in 
ſundry reſpe&ts of nature, matter, uſe and end, Vc. The Apoſtles inſtances which \oc- 
cafioned this ſecond Rule, ſeems to teach us the right uſe of it; the one caſe of decen= 
cy whetker women ſhould ſpeak in the Church; That, by the Apoſtle(authoritatively) 
was once and for all times, ordered negatively, as being ſpecially guided by Gods ſpfrix , 


Let not your women ſpeak, faith he, &'c. The ether was a profitable orderly ſertling the 


way of their prophehieing, that it might more rend to edifycation ; and contrary confu- 
Gon be avoyded, that would hinder the ſame : And the Apoſtle ſeems fo-to ſubordinate 
the latter to the firſt, as if no plea of order (or decencie at leaſt) might be approveable, 
but as in conjuiiiien with in its nature, uſe or end with edifycation of the Church of 
Chriſt; whereby natural or prudeatial agreements,for times or places of , worſhip, and 
utenſels therein, by humane and Chriſtian qualikcations, may be ſuitably judged of and 
approved by men, [ pro bic & nunc,] as it 15,or ought to be, with ſome Officers[ quam 
dit ſe bene gefſerint] and ſo Moſes's Braſen Serpent, was approved to be Hexekiah's Ne. 
hufhtan 5 bur ſtill by the two former rules to be examined, eſpecially, and neceſſari] 
by thar of edifyeation; for prudence and decencie, and all the other, if not qualified fer 
edifycation, or being contrary, are (for ought I can diſcern from the Apoſtles ſaid ruled 
Caſes) pleas without doores, inreference to ſuch ſaid conſt.tutions or counle]s of men in 
the Church of Chriſt; Whereas, for Officers and Ordinances, and what elſe is neceſ.. 
ſary,theScripture gives many,& large inſtruQtions,andDivine inſtitutions, whichPerſong 
of prudent hearts and ſanRified Spirits, will be apt to improve well (by Divine grace 
duly ſought for, and rightly applycd) and the Chriſtiari charity of others, herein ( accor- 
dingly) acquieſce: Bur one tke other part, as any appear defeRive.in the ſaid rel pe of 
editycation, or prejudicial thereunto, they may appear to be more dangerouſly enJoyn= 
ed or hurtfully obſerved, as being excentrical to the Apoſtle Pauls ſaid boundaries of 
them: And in that men kave walked ſo out of thele paths of Unity, Piety and peace, 
what ſad effets hath Satanupon the corruption, blindneſs and interſts of men, and ill 
doth earneſtly endeavour to bring abow'? let every mountain ſtanding in the way of U - 
nion be endeavoured by you to be levelled, and every bond be broken in ſunder which 
is not of Gods aJlowance: But yet may not pioufly, and charitably intended Incourage= 
ments, in things ſeemingly only good; (but miſtaken) be retained? and applyed to real- 
ly good improvements, which (I ſuppole) they may well be judged fo to have attained 
thetr end, with advantage; True Chriſtian Charity, piety and prudence will regulate 
much in many like caſes; God grant them to all ſorts in theſe reſpeCs eſpecially con- 
cerned, Ofc, RS 

And all ye right Chriſtianly charitable ſouls of all ſorts,how few ſo ever in theſe key- 
cold, yea chilled laſt dayes ye ſeem to be, you have bur a little time here to bring forth 
your fruits of faith and love, Ler the ſeaſon of your preſent being, firſt ingage you to 
walk eloſly with God; be much in private and ſecret communlon with him your ſelves . 
wherein you have (if your hearts be upright in bis fight ) the greateſt advantage inagi- 
nable with the K:ng of Heaven and Earth, above the favorites of earthly Princes; who 
ſometimes miſtake their faithfulleſt ſervants, ſometimes hear bad information againſt 
them, ſometimes are remote from them,or they hindred from'ceming to them, ſome- 
times and in ſome caſes and things they cannot help, (though at Gods pleaſure Kings 
may be potent) yet only God himſelf is Omnipotent, many wayes beyond thought : 
earthly Princes may fail theirs, but God will never fail nor forſake his favourites; in'all 
times, places and campanies, a good thought, purpoſe, expreflion of heart, or word, a 
ſpiritual ſolilequie, or ejaculation is very: kindly taken at Gods hand frem you, who will 


rackon ſuch foul aRings tokens of muchylove & lincerity,when ſametime more weakneſs. 


iv greater ſolenunitics may appear-2.Be much in famully duties prudent)y contrivied,that 
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ye may contimie in them; ſet your hovſein order for them;be not ſlight or fickle inthem, 

enot your ſelves in fit garb or poſture for woridly buſineſs, withour neceſſity, ill 
God h\.ve kis family worſhipr ar ſuitable opportunires; a frothie profeſſion and pre- 
tending to Religion hath of late rinjes, muck more then formerly,thruft theſe duties our 
of doors, though they ſeldom have had gogd entertainment withiv, ( fave of fore few) 
true piety hath been long, yea ever hitherto, [Raya avs in terr1s, ] very Icarce to be. 
found; families were the firſt and uſually the beft plantation of fruit trees in Gods Vine- 
yard,Keep the reſglution of Foſhna,eſpecially now,againſt the flouds of urgodlynefs, fa- 
milies are like to be the beſt nurſeries of ſuch yoring plants, for many advantages, en- 
gagements,endearments;muck quickning to encreaſe of grace in family-worſhip,T.and 
rhat adyantage doth wonderfully help, encourage and further the publics Miniſtry of 
the Go'pel,&Fc.th:rice are inſtilled uſually,and preſerved too good principles,or patterns 
of wholſonr words, with their improvements: the defe& whereof is now lamentable,tor 
the want both of private and oublick Catechilings, Do not all wiſe builders look main- 
ly to their foundations? for want of this, ſo many tottering buildings ſoon reel afide, ro 
one error or other, er are in continual danger of falling utterly, or mouldering to no- 
thing in Religion, &c, 


- But then,rightPious ſouls,ſee that your trueChriſtianity, to kelp forward your good Thirdly for 
account, be outwardly manifeſt in your gracious works of charity, not only to ſupply Charitys-, 


neceſſities, but to preyentevil and do good; many poor ſouls that ſtudy faith and good 
conſcience towards God and men, have much encountering w.th tentations, in a low 
and hard condition, by reaſon of the prevailing iniquities- of the times, and the many 
ways of the praiſe thereof, by the licentious, who fight ſo againſt their own outward 
wants, by weapons of iniquity, ufing fuch unlawful ways,and means,and praQtifes which 
ethers may not, dare not, do not; yet are ſtraightened by others fins (i ſuch caſes) their 
oppreflors,upen ſuch accounts. How ſhould the ſtrong and able in eftare, herein in Chri> 
ſtian compallion, help the infirmities of the weak, eſpecially if reference to their ſoul- 
danger thereby; or to ſee to the good education of tkeir childeren, and that their wid-- 
dows and orphans (chiefly þe relieved, Oc. how by ſuck charitable deeds(eſpecially with: 
the addition of inftruftions and encouragments )'might you in ſo doing draw others to- 
Chriſt and inftrumentally ſave rheir precious ſouls?conſfider what,out of your Revenues. 
you can with a chearful heart and ready band,yearly,monthly,or week]y return'to God, 
1 a thanks-offering, by his now many, many recetversneer you,or known to yousfor t 
all-which you have received befides; and confider, (according ta the Apofiles rule) how 
God hath proſpered you the preceding week, and ler that grace of an humble,thankful,. 
true chriſtian charity, have its due operation ta you in her proportion; and if rents and 
gains will not do it as you defire, then cut off ſinful exceſſes 1n yain expences,more clofly- 
and barely, in too coftly and curious apparel, laviſhing entertainments, in inconſiderat- 
ly coſtly buildings, new the world is neer her departure, by her great ſhaking fits ceiſing 
upon her; yet theſe are the common fins of the' times, aud the breeders of mens future 
ſorrow, and too late repentance, when a muck better and ſafer improvement ſhould 
have been made thereof;now you'may make God your debtor,by his promiſe,and your 
ſelves temporally mere bleſſed by giving than by receiving. If men did but caft in a 
tenth of what they receive, or bur even of what many vainly conſume, ©. into Gods: 
treaſury, for ſych charitable uſes, or any other like,(for the world abounds with olje&s 
of that vature)there is no queſtion, but they would hnd a berter return, yea(haply)ma-- 
ny better returns, of that tenth which they gave,or ſome others gut of their eſtates vain- 
ly confume (and that with adyantage) above all che.vine parts that they or ſuch others 
detained from ſuch offerings to God; beſides the prayers,praiſes and thankſgivings from 
men thereupon, which God will obſerve and reward, Let me only add this comprehen-
